POUR SONS IN PRISON. 


One of the saddest somes ever 


witnessed in the Missouri peniten- 
tiary transpired one day last week. 
A mother met four of her Bens wear- 
ing the striped suits as convicts 
within its walls. Their names and 
crimes'as recorded on the peniten- 
tiary rolls are: James Greenwade, 
aged 30 yeara; ten years for robbery; 
received Nov. 30 last. 
Luther 


Greenwade, aged 26 yearn; seven 
years for robbery 
and 
larceny. 


Breckinridge Greenwade, aged 25 
years; seven years for robbery and 
larceuy. Henry Greenwade, aged 
20 years; ten years for robl>ery and 
larceny. 


The father and mother of these 


men live in Jefferson, near Mount 
Sterling, Ky.; keep a hotel there, 
and are tolerably well-to-do in life. 
Four or five years ago the elder 
brother came to Missouri and bought 
a farm near Butler, in Bates county. 
The younger brothers followed soon 
after, and the four lived together on 
the place, the oldest being married. 
Neighbors looked upon them as peo- 
ple ot means, and respectable. For 
two or three years all sorts of devil- 
ment was perpetrated in and around 
Butler. Persons were waylaid aud 
robbed by masked men. Mails 
were rifled, burglaries committed, 
amUiogs stolen. At length suspic- 
ion centered on the Greenwades and 
they were watched by officers and 
citizens, and at last caught "dead to 
right." Mail pouches, cut open and 
rifled, were found in the cellar, and 
other stolen property on their prem- 
ises. Conviction was easy and they 
were landed in the penitentiary. At 
the time stated the mother, hearing 
her sons were in trouble, posted in 
haste to Bates county, only to learn 
that they had all been convicted of 
crimes and taken to the state prison. 
With her daughter-in-law and the 
latter's two children, she reached 
Jefferson city and at onoe proceeded 
to the penitentiary. The meeting 
with her sons was terribly affecting, 
and it is asserted Deputy Warden 
Bradbury for pnoe in his life gave 
way to the melting mood. 


'"'My God," she exclaimed, "that 


a mother should live to see her be- 
loVed boys in such a place." 


The officials were kind and tender 


to the afflicted ones, but they had 
at last to use force in separating the 
mother from her sons and induce 
her to leave them after a visit of 
three or four hours. 
Mn. Green- 


vv ado is a, woman of not over fifty 
years in appearance, well mannered, 
strong minded, mid intelligent; but 
thrfearfiil realization was more than 
her mother's heart cjuld bear un- 
moved, and she gave vent to her 
shame and son aw in a manner more 
affecting than was ever before wit- 
nessed within the prison walls. She 
left for hfi- Kentucky home, taking 
her daugh er-iu-law aud the chil- 
dren with hw. 


There is one more son, who will 


doubtless never disgrace his name, 
for lie is. a minister of the gospel in 
good staiuling. One of the convicts 
is in the prison hospital.

law as it stands is a relic of the barbar- 
ous ages in which newspapers were un- 
known. In some respect the old Eng- 
lish rale, which held to the principle, 
"the greater the truth, the greater the 
Hbel," has been modified in this State, 
but the statute still ignores the condi- 
tion* under which newspapers are now 
published. The presumption of malice 
in the publication of news in a modem 
paper if absurdly irrational, aa is also 
the assumption that injury inflicted by 
erroneous statements can only be re- 
paired by an awaid of money from the 
pocket ot the publisher. Take the 
OIM of a paper like the Chicago Tima 
***• Ulwtration. From a local staff 
of twenty or thirty alert reporters, and 
four or five hundred special correspon- 
dents scattered all over the country, 
from San Franoiseo to Portland, from 
Dnlith to Galvetton, the Timti receives 
nighfty vart BUMS of news. That re- 
porters or correspondents will be some- 
times led in error or misrepresentation 
is inevitable. Is it possible that the 
news editor .at his desk in the Times

oftoe shall distinguish at a glance the 
dispatch containing an injuriously false 
statement from that which is simply a 
record of interesting facts ? The sug- 
gestion is preposterous. No human in- 
telligence is capable of that, or of find- 
ing for correspondents in hundreds of 
towns and cities men of judgment 83 
perfect and instinct so acute that 
they can never be misled or deceived. 
The most tbat can be reasonably asked 
ia that reports shall be scanned with 
care ; that correspondent* or reporters 
who exhibit inaccuracy for their impor- 
tant trusts shsjl not be permitted to 
repeat blunders in which they have been 
detected, and the miastatements inad- 
vertently published shall be corrected 
as promptly as possible. Th» first two 
of these conditions is insured by the 
self-interest of publishers who under- 
ttind the importance of maintaining 
the character of their journals as news- 
papers, 
A refusal of the other would 


be presumptive proof ot malice ; but 
no newspaper refuses to correct a state- 
ment the erroneous character of which 
is shown by reasonable evidence. What 
is proposed in Mr. Marshall's bill is 
simply that the publication ot a retrac- 
tion of a false statement on two euo- 
cetsive days shall be accepted as suffi- 
cient reparation for any wrong done in 
the erroneous report. This is common 
sense and justice, and the bill should 
be made a law. It will be opposed, of 
course, by .attorneys of the shystering 
sort, for its effaet would be to deprive 
them of small jobs more or lest in the 
nature of blackmail; but intelligent 
legislators will doubtless be able to see 
that the time has arrived for adapting 
the law lelating to the responsibilities 
of newspapers to the conditions under 
which newspapers must be published in 
these days if they are published at all. 


THXRE is a law under which each 


boose of congress claims a right, when 
a witness refuses to answer against 
himself, to imprison him in order to 
force him to do so. In the case of 
Hillett Kilbura the supreme court has 
declared that law unconstitutional.

Complaints come to us from certain

We stepped into a store 
room in a village a few days since, wrap- 
ped up too much to be known, and over- 
heard a conversation among men repre- 
senting more than one school. From this 
conversation we learned tbat many good 
teachers were dancing to the actual neg- 
lect of their school. 
Now, if teachers 


must dance, they should arrungc to dance 
all night on Fridays and continue their 
exercises on Saturdays till such lime in 
the forenoon as may satisfy Heir de- 
mands for recreation. 
Is the teacher 


who dances three out ol the five school 
nights competent to do good, active,wide 
awake school work? The teachers only 
rest ie tleep. Will he get it if he dances 
till the "wee small hours" and then re- 
tires for one or two hours? Directors 
have a right to demand teaching from the 
person whom they employ. Patrons have 
aright to object to"sKooi keepin" and 
demand the entire time of the teacher in 
return for the burdensome taxes self-im- 
posed for his employment. We have a 
right to Bay just what we think of a 
teacher's work. When directors ask us 
about the government of a teacher we say 
just what we believe is true, When tbey 
ask us about his ability to impart instruc- 
tion to others we do iiot hesitate to say 
what the drawbacks are, if any. If teach- 
ers neglect their schools we will say so 
when consulted about it. In conclusion 
allow us to flay that "if the shoe pinches, 
takeit off."

cently visited, none are more tastefully 
arranged or better constructed than 
Grand Prairie school, in Wlieatland 
township. Certainly the directors of this 
district are to be complimented on their 
intelligent supervision of tbis structure. 
The room Is seated with the very best of 
modern furniture; the walls are pleas- 
antly painted with a delightful tiit 
which is not painful to the eye; the black 
board Is the best we have found in the 
county; certainly the pupils and teacher 
appreciate these things from the work be- 
ing done.

Reporter—Perhaps you would not 


object to stating what was the object of 
the consolidation of the telegraph in- 
terest* ? 


Gould—Certainly Dot. On flic con- 


.trary I am very glad to am an oppor- 
tunity to Bay the object .of the consoli- 
dation was to carry out a long-cherish- 
ed plan of developing in the United 
States an efficient system of cheap tel- 
egraphy on a great Jsoale, both by sea 
and by land. 
When I was in Europe 


in 1879, I wis struck by seeing how 
much [more freely the telegraph was 
used in ordinary private business there 
than in tliis country. This is especially 
true of Switzerland. Of coune the 
distances to be covered in this conntry 
are so enormous, and the population so 
sparse, we cannot, for some time to 
come, expect to see the work of cover- 
ing the whole country with a telegraph- 
ic system done as cheaply here as a 
little country like Switzerland, but I 
am sure that under one system, without 
conflicting interests to look after, and 
with the expenses of only one organi- 
zation instead of three or four to be 
met, such economies can be introduced 
into American telegraphy that rates to 
the press and public can be gradually 
and systematically cheapened without 
impairing the efficiency ,of the service. 


Reporter—Do yon "think, then, this 


will be the result of the change ? 


Gould—Of course I do, for it will 


be the policy and purpose of the new 
company to effect this. I went into it 
with this view, and I shall certainly 
use my constant effort and all my influ

communications with Europe. 
How 


will the consolidation affect cable mat- 
ters?

laid early the coming summer. Cables 
will also be laid from Cuba, where they 
will connect with our present system, 
to other West India islands, to Brazil, 
and other parts of South America, as 
well as from San Francisco to China, 
Japan, Oreaniea and Australia, with a 
northern line by way of Pugcts Sound 
to Alaska and Northern Asia, connected 
in Kamschatka with the Russian sys- 
tem, so that at no distant date St.

Reporter—Then you contemplate a 


general cable and telegraphic system 
around the world ? 


Gould—Certainly we do; and we con- 


template such a system as an American 
system, of which New York and not 
London shall be the centre. I see no 
reason why the United States should 
permit a position which geographically 
belongs to us to be taken away from us 
by England. While rival telegraphic 
companies in this country were fighting 
each other for domestic business, they 
could neither do domestic business on 
sound principles nor do anything to 
compete with Great Britain for the 
general telegraphic business of the 
world. Now we have changed all this— 
how completely you may judge when I 
tell you that since the consolidation 
$10.006,000 have been subscribed to 
carry our new cable connections into 
effect.
